The decision of the Republican National 
committee as between Pittsburg, San Fran- 
cisco, St. Lonis, and Chicago gives to St. 
Louis the honor of being the city which in 
the auction bid highest for the next Re- 
publican National convention. Hence it 

was knocked down to her. The price is the 
payment of the $54,000 old National com- 
mittee debt made in the campaign of 1892, 
and something like $40,000 for the expenses 
of the convention in 1896. 

On the first formal ballot San Francisco 
had 19 votes, St. Louis 14, Pittsburg 9, Chi- 
cago 8. On the fourth St. Louis had 29, 
San Francisco 16, and Chicago 6. As 26 
yotes constituted a majority, St. Louis will 
have the convention, and Chicago congrat- 
ulates that city on its fuck. 

There are no sour grapes in the declara- 
tion that Chicago had not much fancy for 
the convention on the terms as set forth by 
the Executive committee. It made but 
slight effort and late effort at that. Its lead- 
ing citizens hesitated whether they would 
ask or accept the convention on the terms 
demanded. Its business-men and promi- 
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nent politicians did not at any time take 


kindly to the idea of getting the convention 
by bidding for it and agreeing to pay the old 
debt, including $54,000 or more incurrred 
in the vain effort to reélect Harrison and in- 
dorse the McKinley bill. Whether afy of 
this debt was incurred at Minneapolis is 
not known, nor does it matter. What was 
known was that the city which got the.con- 
yention would have to pay the old debts in- 
curred in 1892, because the National com- 
mittee expended that much more ‘money 
than it received. 

Again, all active Republicans here who 
had to do with the convention eight years 
ago when held in Chicago were not satis- 
fied with the manner they were treated as 
to tickets by the Executive committee. They 
raised the money for the expense of the 
convention and then gota ¢ertain number of 
tickets. When they came to the conventioh 
they found other people in their seats, and 
they were obliged to stand in aisles, lob- 
bies, and ‘around doors, or ‘to go away'for 
lack even of that accommodation, because 
the Executive committee had issued 2,500 
more tickets than could be accommodated 
in the hall and knew that fact before issu- 
ing them. When our people found that 
they were obliged to bid for the privilege of 
being treated the same way again and to 
pay the $54,000 of old debt it was a damper 
on the publie enthusiasm. They hesitated 
a long time before deciding whether they 
would notify the committee that Chicago 
was a candidate for the convention and 
many subscriptions were not raised until 
the committee wasin session in Washington. 
But while Chicago has several times the hotel 
accommodations of St. Louis no regret will 
be felt here that it has outbid the others and 
carried off the prize. if St. Louis can 
handle the convention in a manner satis- 
fa ‘the National convention it is wel- 
[ ewe pater rmppayg 

If Chicago had really wanted the conven- 
tion it would have taken the necessary 
steps long ago and raised the old dead- 
horse money in a jiffy. Chicago was about 
as apathetic as New York, so there will be 
no disappointment, as there was no enthusi- 
asm or general desire to make an arduous 
chase to secure it on the part of the people, 
the politicians, or the press. Nor was Chi- 
cago sufficiently interested in any one can- 
didate as against others to put up patiently 
with the snub and insolence of certain. 
men on the Executive committee who over- 
drew their accounts last time by fifty or 
sixty thousand dollars, and thus set a bad 
example for future profligate committees. 


Or RECIPROCITY 
CAUSES GREAT IN FLOUR 
RTS. 

President Cleveland in his latest message 
alluded to the Republican policy as one 
“ which, in undertaking to reserve its home 
markets for the exclusive use of its own 
producers, necessarily obstructs their sales 
in foreign markets and prevents free access 
to the products of the world.” How well 
these alleged conditions have Seal improved 
upon under the operation-of the amended 
Wilson bill is shown by the statements 
made at the quarterly meeting of the Exec- 
utive committee of the Millers’ National 
Association in this city yesterday. The 
principal work before the committee was 
the drawing up of a memorial to Congress 
asking it to amend the tariff laws, which 
badly affect the export trade in flour. 
Under the reciprocity features of the old 
law our millers had built up.a large and 
constantly increasing flour trade with the 
West Indies and Spanish America. The 
passage of the Wilson bill, which failed to 
provide for a reciprocity treaty, ie said to 
have caused the almost total loss of that 
trade. The loss to American millers is es- 
timated at not less than four million barrels 
per year, worth at the lowest computation 
fully 16 million dollars. Instead of pur- 
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viction upon the world the Monroe doctrine 
should no longer remain the mere edict of a 
President, but it should become a perma- 
nent ordinance bearing the definite approval 
of Congress. 

Further, in the Senator’s judgment, the 
Nation has played at diplomacy long enough 
and: without much profit to itself. The 
time has come for a plain, positive declara- 
tion of the principle contained in the Mon- 
roe doctrine. After reciting the aggressive 
nature of foreign countries in seeking to 
get a foothold upon this continent, the wisps 
tor said: 

The. United States could not consent to satis 
open, even to the slightest possibility of misconcep- 
tion, the position of the United Sates. It could not 
allow any Buropean country to obtain an unright- 
eous .sovereignty over any additional American 
soil.. Neither would the United States ever allow, 
by diplomatic manipulation, with or without the 
concurrence of any weak South American govern- 
ment, that any additional territory should, by the 
assumption of a disputed boundary line, become 
tributary to or part of any European sovereignty. 

Senator Cullom is right in demanding 
that this couritry must be consulted in all 
matters pertaining to this continent; that 
it could not sit idly by when the territorial 
integrity of any of the neighboring repub- 
lics was threatened; and that the Monroe 
doctrine should be affirmed with all the 
authority of Congress behind it. He is 
right when he says: “ In my judgment it is 
the bounden duty of the legislators of the 
United. States to be on the alert for every 
indication of the growing power and in- 
creasing significance of every foreign na- 
tion whose future situation may benefit or 
injure our own country.” From all these 
points of view the Senator is right, just as far 
as he goes, but apparently he has failed to 
tell how the doctrine shall be enforced. 
Suppose, for instance, a foreign power ‘s 
found to be violating it and is ordered off 
and won’t go! What then? How is it to 
be made togo? What would be done under 
the: provisions of this resolution which is 
offered as a substitute fer the present 
status? Should we fight or back down? 
Is the Senator’s joint resolution to be a 
mere sentimental statute, or does it mean 
business at the cannon’s mouth? It cer- 
tainly will be good for nothing if it cannot 
be enforced when a foreign power disre- 
gards its provisions. It certainly makes 
this government the judge when it is vfo- 
lated. But if the government decides that 
it has been and it orders the foreign power 
to get out and it won’t go, what is the gov- 
ernment going todo? The Senator should 
have explained all this. 


THE WAR ON THE TRAINED NURSES. 

The President of the County Board in an 
interview says that he is inclined to make a 
contract,for another year with the Training 
School for Nurses, but that there is one 
abuse which must be stopped, the respon- 
sibility for the existence of which he says 
rests on the nurses. The allegation is that 
convalescent patients are retained at the 
hospital long after they should be dis- 
charged, so that they may help the nurses 
in doing their work. 


If any such abuse as that exists it should 


be ended. If the nurses are responsible for 
it the authorities of the Training School, 
now that their attention has been called to 


. it, will see that this bad practice is not con- 
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tinued. Let there be an immediate investi- 
gation by competent persons and if there 
are convalescents in any institution who 
should be discharged, turn them out. The 
county is not keeping boarding-houses. It 
may be agreeable for a number of lazy men 
to be fed and lodged this winter at the tax- 
payers’ expense, but the taxpayers are op- 
posed to it. 

Is it probable, however, that these per- 
sons who should have been discharged, but 
have not been, have been kept there through 
the influence of nurses? <A well-regulated 
hospital is not run by them, but by the phy- 
sicians and Warden. When the former re- 
port to the latter that a patient, should go 
a nurse cannot save him. Hither the phy- 
sicians have neglected their duty or the 
Warden has neglected his. If the officers 
were asked by the Commissioners not to 
discharge patients who were friends of 
theirs, the probability is it would not be 
done. The responsibility is more likely to 
rest on the Commissioners than the nurses. 

Nevertheless there should be an investi- 
gation so as to clean out the boarding-house 
convalescents and find out who has been 
at fault. But at the same time the Train- 
ing School contract should be renewed, and 
its officers will take care that its nurses do 
nothing which will deserve blame. 


FRANCHISES WITHOUT COMPENSATION. 

Monday night Mr. Yerkes asked the Coun- 
cil for permission to lay down rails and run 
cars in 154% miles of West Side streets with- 
out paying any percentage of receipts to 
the ¢ity. This privilege is demanded for 
twenty years. It is not suggested or intend- 
ed that the city shall get a cent of compen- 
sation for these valuable franchises. 

Some of these lines are “connecting links” 
and may not be of much value except to 
choke off competition. Two of the lines, 
however, will. be very valuable in a few 
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
